LECTURES ON MINERALOGY.—No. IV, 


I have selected, said Prof. W. W. SmytTH, in commencing his 
fourth lecture of this course, for our consideration this evening a 
certain compound substance—CARBONATE oF LIME—which appears 
Were I a chemist} 


I should begin by pointing out to you that although the series of 
substances before us are totally different in appearance to those we 
considered in our last lecture, nevertheless there is a bond of rela- 
tionship between them. And just as in that case we found it diffi- 
cult to draw a line of division between some of the members of the 
series, so among these substances it may be very difficult to draw 
the line between the substances at the two extremities of the series, 
although, as we shall see, there is a manifest difference. Carbonate 
of lime is a compound of lime and carbonic acid, lime itself being a 
compound of a metal called calcium and oxygen, and carbonic acid 
The term “calcite” has been 
adopted by the mineralogists of all countries asa simple term for 
these carbonate of lime minerals; and the species of minerals thus 
included contains an immense number of varieties, I will bring be- 
fore you a few of the principal physical characters of this substance 
by which itis distinguished. Generally speaking, it assumes lightish 
lustre, which may

With regard to the 
external form of the substance, it is very important to be able to 
distinguish amongst the different sparry minerals: some are hard, 
others soft, and on the single fact of the form alone the miner may 
It has been stated that 
no less than 1200 distinct forms have been described in which this 
mineral crystallises, the principal, however, being hexago: & prisms 
and pyramids, and rhombohedral forms. The rhombohedron is a 
figure of six sides, each a rhomb, and it will be seen that when held 
so that the axis of the crystal corresponds with the vertical line, 
instead of having a zone of horizontal edges round the middle, the 
edges rise and fall alternately, presenting a peculiar kind of sym- 
metry. Now, if we suppose planes to be placed on each of these 
rising and falling edges, so as to intersect the vertical axis at a cer- 
tain distance above and below, we shall get one of the most charac- 
teristic forms in which calcite occurs (e.g. in parts of a

form of a six-sided prism is met with comparatively rarely in this 
country; it may be seen in specimens from Alston Moor and Wales, 
but here isa magnificent crystal of this form from the silver mines 
of the Harz mountains. In this specimen, as in many others, but in 
this one particularly, we may notice a very interesting feature— 
that the terminal plate of the crystal has a tendency to show a dif- 
ferent appearance from any of the others, while the six sides are 
similar to each other; thus, if the first be rough the latter will be 
smooth, if the first be translucent the others will, perhaps, be opaque.

simple rhombohedral crystal is found, but if you take even the most 
complicated figure of cale-spar, and strike it with a hammer, you 
will see that the fragments have faces of great lustre, and these will 
be found to correspond precisely with those of the rhombohedron— 
that is to say, the angle between the faces will always be 105° 5’. 
If, however. it be not quite pure, but mixed with other substances, 
the angle is found to vary slightly, and it may vary up to 105° 20’,

the day. A very pure and clear variety of calcite, obtained from 
Iceland, shows this, perhaps, most distinctly, and the name of Iceland 
spar is given to this variety. Other minerals possess the property 
more or less, but Iceland spar presents it so distinctly that it is 
sometimes called preeminently ‘double refracting spar.” The 
reason of this appearance is that a ray of light passing through the 
substance is divided into two, which traverse the crystal in different 
directions, and the greater the thickness of the plate of spar the 
more widely will these two rays be separated, and consequently 
the two images will appear more apart. The hardness of the sub- 
stance is very moderate, so that it may be scratched by anything of 
a flinty character very readily; if our scale of hardness goes up to 
ten this substance will be about three; it is among the softer 
(though not the softest) to which the name of spar is given. Even 
when in the purest state, as in the Iceland spar, a chemical exami- 
nation would detect some minute impurities, but on the large scale 
we may say the substance consists wholly of carbonate of lime— 
that is, 44 per cent. of lime and 56 per cent. of carbonic acid. 

On tracing this mineral through its varieties we meet with some 
which differ in colour, some in hardness, or, again, more or less in 
chemical composition. There is one variety, which is called marble, 
in which the individual crystals are so confused together into one 
mass that they cannot be distinctly made out, and so we do not call 
this “crystallised,” but only “crystalline.” On breaking such a 
piece of crystalline limestone as this across a number of small and 
very bright faces will be seen as glistening points of light; these 
are the faces of the small crystals, It is usual to apply the term 
marble to these varieties of cale-spar, which will take a tolerable 
polish. The ancients used the term much more loosely, applying 
it to any mineral whatever which would take a polish. Some of 
you may have been struck at the Great Exhibitions with the extra- 
ordinary variety of the number of different specimens of marble

This latter is 
sometimes called “ dolomite,” in honour of Dolomien, a French geo- 
logist, and consists of nearly equal quantities of carbonate of lime 
and carbonate of magnesia. Again, there are some limestones which 
instead of being compact and uniform are made up of small rounded 
grains, looking more or less like the roe of a fish, and hence the 
name “oolite” (egg stone) which has been given to them, and the 
geological formation in which many of these occur (and which lies 
in England in the district between Reading and Bath) is called the 
oolitic. The uses of limestone are numerous and manifest. I ma 
instance its application to mortars of various kinds, building stone 
of various sorts, as a flux for iron ore on a very large scale; and, 
lastly, its application to agriculture, where the farmer after burning 
it uses it foraf‘top dressing.” In the districts where limestone 
occurs there is a strong prejudice against that containing magnesia. 
Its utility as a building stone was recognised by the commissioners 
appointed to select a stone for the Houses of Parliament; and al- 
though it was not shown to the best advantage in that case you may 
see a good example of it in the front face of this building, which 
has stood very well. On the continent of Europe, and that of 
America, it is largely developed. In the Tyrol especially it rises 
in mountains to the height of thousands of feet, and in form they 
are likened by some observers to bundles of bayonets or sword 
blades. Although these were well known to Van Buch, and fully 
described and mapped by him, two or three wise and observing 
British tourists have in the last half-a-dozen years discovered them 
again, apparently under the idea that they were quite obscure. The 
American dolomites of the Western States belong to quite a different 
epoch geologically to that of our own dolomites—the Devonian and 
Silurian—during which epochs a great number of alternating beds 
of limestones and dolomites were formed. The dolomite beds are 
of great thickness, and furnish good building stones for the district 
in which they occur; they likewise contain deposits of numerous 
minerals. Here is a chemical analysis of one specimen, from the 

district of New Galena:—Carbonate of lime, 52:47; carbonate of 
magnesia, 42°13; carbonate of iron, 1°78; insoluble, 2°75; soda and 

potash, 0°87 ; carbonate of manganese, 213, Such enormous quan- 

tities of the stone were produced from this district at one time as 

to upset the whole of the foreign stone trade.

He felt that the author’s statements concerning the microscopic 
characters of killas were very just, since he had occasionally met 
with instances in which it was not easy to discriminate microscopi- 
cally between slaty and felsitic matter, and he commented on the 
difficulty often experienced in determining some of the green hy- 
drous silicates which occur as alteration products in eruptive rocks, 
suggesting that in the present state of microscopic enquiry it might 
be well to adopt the somewhat vague term “ viridite,” which was 
proposed by Vogelsang as a convenient name by which to designate 
these undetermined chloritic and serpentinous minerals. He could 
not agree with Prof. Hull in regarding serpentines as altered dio- 
rites, as he had not hitherto met with any instances in which the 
microscopic character of serpentine would warrant such a conclusion, 
Mr, WHITAKER suggested that veins may be formed in different 
ways. He cited the case of blown sand being cemented by copper, 
when water from a copper mine percolated throughit. He thought 
that if it can be proved that water dissolves copper, then some veils 
may have been formed by infiltration from the surface. 
Mr. Jupp remarked that, in addition to the negative evidenceal- 
duced by the author that by no process of metamorphism could the

On Tues- 
day last an interest in this Chipman Mine (equal to about two-thirds 
of it) was sold to some New York parties for $625,000, About half 
of Essex county has been bonded by speculators, who are now doing 
their best to sell out at large profits. A number of sales are re- 
ported, varying from $10,000 up. : 

A party of New Yorkers have formed a company and subscribed 
the necessary cash for the working what are said to be large de- 
posits of argentiferous galena in Guatemala, Central America. 

The copper market in New York is exceedingly dull at present ; 
the price is steady at213c. Holders of the metal do not, however, 
feel very much encouraged by the accounts received of the amazing 
richness of the mines at the Cape of Good Hope. Reported recent 
discoveries of large deposits in Colorado and Nevada have added to 
this uncomfortable feeling.

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CoaL AND IRON IN THE UNITED StaTEs.—The Schofield Rolling 
Mills, at Atlanta, Georgia, are experiencing at present a brisk 
demand for steel rails. Coal mining on the lands of the Union 
Pacific Railroad Company is increasing in importance. Coal isnow 
mined at a cost of $2 per ton, and even less, and the Union Pacific 
Railroad Company is enabled to supply the population along its 
route at comparatively low prices, and also to secure important 
economies in the working of the road. The coal raised from the 
company’s land is further used for smelting furnaces in Utah. The 
anthracite coal movement of Pennsylvania to Feb. 13 this year 
amounted to 1,461,324 tons against 1,794,543 tons in the correspond- 
ing period of 1874. The bituminous coal movement of Pennsyl- 
vania to Feb. 13 this year amounted to 202,292 tons against

MANUFACTURE OF IRoN.—An interesting discussion took place 
at the Monkland Iron and Coal Company meeting, on Tuesday, with 
regard to the merits and economy of the Ferrie furnace. Mr. Craig 
enquired, amongst other things, whether the result of the improved 
furnaces justify the directors in the immense expenditure in con- 
verting the old into the new principle; and, if so, where are these 
tesults to be seen? Mr. Mathie would like to know what the cost 
of production now was. It might be inconvenient to state that directly, but they 
might tell what was the difference between the cost of production now and the 
average cost in 1874, and that would give them some idea of their prospects for 
the future. Then, as to the furnaces, two-thirds of them were converted into 
Ferrie farnances—four at Calderbank and two at Chapelhall. If these were what 
the patentee alleged, they had not too many of them; but if they turned outa 
failure, they had too many ; for, as far as he could learn, only one other company 
had adopted the patent. e believed they had a good coocern, capable of pro- 
ducing 70,000 or 80,000 tons of pig-iron in the year, They had also a large out- 
put of coal, and he did not see any reason why, with good, economical manage- 
ment and a fair trade, the shareholders should not have a dividend of 10, 15, or 
even 20 per cent.—The Chairman, in reply to some of Mr. Craig’s questions, stated 
that their total make of iron in 1874 was 37,675 tons, or about one-half the average 
make. It was possible that a portion of the loss of 3000/.in fixed rents would be 
recovered, but the directors did not feel confident about it, and therefore did not 
allow it. The stoppage accounted for nearly the whole of the loss in fixed rents; 
and as to the last question, with reference to the conversion of the furnaces to that 
of Ferrie’s patent, he objected to the word “immense,” as he considered the ex- 
pense was comparatively inconsiderable.—In answer to a further question, the

ROCK DRILLS. 


Srr,—The letter of “ Pedn-an-drea,” in last week’s Journal, is so 

miner-like and bland, so well put from the stand-point of an un- 
converted peeve miner, and in such harmonious accord with 
the general notions of good mining men, that we should hesitate to 
take issue with him, and the whole host of them, if we did not 
positively know from facts and experience that the truth of the 
matter is a long way off from the point to which his limited expe- 
rience, theories, and reasoning lead him. A month’s use and expe- 
rience of a well-organised system of machinery would bring him to 
the confessional to make a recantation of his errors, and a solemn 
vow never to sink another shaft or drive another level except by the 
aid of air-driven drills. There are several categories and degrees of 
faith at present as to the value of boring machines, We may pre- 
sume that all are of one common belief as to their efficiency and 
economy for long tunnels. For short tunnels the cost of plant, and 
fear of its being dead stock after the special use of it, and the imma- 
terial date, perhaps, as to the period of execution, have fhitherto 
decided in favour of muscle as against machines. Your correspon- 
dent, however, decides to give his opinion that long galleries of 
mines even may be advantageously driven by machinery. In addi- 
tion to his other grounds for arriving timidly at this conclusion, he 
ventures to credit the experience of Sir George Denys, which, cover- 
ing a period of five years, shows an average double speed, and at 
least such a saving in cost as should be worth considering. But he 
takes it for granted that ‘nothing can be added to that statement. 
We could five years ago furnish such machines as he could start and 
work advantageously by his own men in driving an ordinary mine 
adit. During the five later years we have been constantly experi- 
menting and developing the matter, and it is only of late that we 
have arrived at what we consider the ultimate perfection of our 
systems, the application of which in various forms and degrees will 
all show results far above and beyond the experience of Sir G. Denys. 
We can safely tell the writer of the letter referred to that one of 
our present machines, for efficiency, durability, and convenience of 
use, is worth a dozen of such as we furnished to Sir George Denys 
at the outset. As to applicability, we unhesitatingly state that our 
largest machine can be worked ina gallery so small and confined 
thata single miner could not workinatall. Let it be only 3 by 3 ft., 
and in such a gallery the largest of our machines may be worked. 
The operator may lie down if he can do no better, place the machine 
in direction without lifting it, and honeycomb the whole face of 
the heading so that it may be punched and broken down witha 
crowbar without blasting even, but that greater progress shall be 
made than “ Pedn-an-drea” is doing byhand-labour. More than this, 
the holes may be bored dry if need be. The machine can bore a 
hole 3 ft. deep in three minutes in the hardest granite found in Corn- 
wall,and the machine can be brought back to its place in 15 seconds. 
We mention these practicable axperiments nnder the maximum 
conditions of embarrassment simply to prove that the supposed diffi- 
culties of hindrance to the use of the machine in the ordinary 
conditions of hand working cannot in reality exist. The objector 
will still bear in mind that the gallery is only driven of such 
size as to be convenient for the workmen, We say as many or more 
men can be advantageously employed with the machines. But by 
hand-labour the men are at the immediate face, and must have room 
for their motions, as the woodman in the forest to fell a tree begins 
by trampling down the undergrowth and cutting away the sapplings 
out of his reach. In employing machines, what the workmen 
have mainly to do is to look after the machines, and adapt them- 
selves to the space where it exists. At the extreme face there is 
only the boring tool, and at the back of that only the framework of 
the machine, 4 by 9 in., until the cylinder comes to the front in 
cross section, 9 by 10 ix. Ail the movement of the machine is con- 
tained within that compass, and the principal moving part is the 
piston in central position carrying the boring tool. This is more 
particularly the system of mounting the machine en éventat/ (fan 
fashion) performed on the Continent. The machine is held mainly 
at the extreme back end, where it has the means of both lateral and 
vertical adjustment; and the front end needing only a rest, the ma- 
chine can be readily placed to attack the face at any point. This 
method, doubtless, requires some additional quantity of explosive, 
or more poles, but the system has some advantages. 
We reply to Mr. Warrington that it is not the machines which 
require high pressure to work them, but the hard rocks which re- 
quire the high pressure to work them in a proper manner, inas- 
much as we provide machinery, or wish to bore the holes quickly 
and with certainty, go through seams, fissures, crevices, and pockets, 
and every difficulty that causes the tool to run, stick, and stop, and, 
probably, abandonment of a partially-bored hole to start a new one. 
Our great difficulty was to arrive at a construction of boring-ma- 
chine that would stand high pressure without breaking down under 
it. Again, if the compressed air is to be relied upon for ventilation, 
then volume is wanted; and in using it at higher pressure, volume 
is obtained in proportion upon its expansion after passing out of 
the machine. While about it, make the compressor well, of a good 
system, and then you may work at high or low pressure, as desirable. 
As to the letter of Mr. Wasley, we must letitstand of its own strength.

Srr,—The directors have issued their usual monthly progress state- 
ment, and although no changes of importance have taken place, the 
report, on the whole, is very satisfactory, inasmuch as the increased 
monthly yield of the principal mine (Ookiep) of about 860 tons of 
copper ore, and the dressing to 900 tons at the same mine (includ- 
ing 125 tons of low-class surface reserves), has been steadily main- 
tained, as compared with 765 tons yield and 800 tons ore dressed in 
June and July of last year. The report informs us the driving of 
the new (the 80) level will very shortly be started, that the stope 
in bottom of the 27 of the Spectakel Mine has improved, and that 
as regards the Karolus Berg Mine the report says—“ In the bottom 
of the shaft sinking below the 10 we have several small branches of 
good quality copper ore, that the 10 east from shaft is yielding some 
good stones of rich purple ore, and altogether the end is looking 
more promising than for some time past.” The stocks of copper ore 
at the mines are still increasing, at the rate of upwards of 150 tons 
a month, although the down traffic is increasing, but this, doubtless, 
will soon be reversed by the extension of the railway to the mouth 
of the mine, The report confirms that issued last month, that the 
stoping in the 68, south-east from No. 13 winze, produces 11 tons 
of copper ore per fathom, as compared with 7 tons in June and July 
last. The yield for the last year has been 9732 tons, or 641 tons 
more than in the preceding year. The sales in 10 months have 
amounted to 245,132/., and if we add in proportion sales for the re- 
maining two months of the year the total will amount to some 
800,000/.; and if out of this enormous sum the shareholders shall 
have been paid four dividends of 20s. each, amounting to 80,0001, 
which would leave the large sum of 220,000/. to cover cost of work- 
ing. But if we take into account that a considerable portion of the 
ore sold consisted of surface reserves, which cost the company only 
a nominal sum, I confidently assert I am outside the cost when [ 
put it down at 60 per cent.; and this would leave a profit of 120,0000, 
on the year’s working, or 40,000/. more than has been paid in divi 
dends, This added to the reserve and sinking funds, as per last ba- 
lance-sheet, which amounts to 57,000/. and upwards, leaves the com- 
pany an available fioating capital of nearly 100,000/., with no debt 
(the debentures having been all paid off), save for materials, against 
which they have a large stock of copperoreon hand. And I submit 
whether it would not be a prudent course on the part of the pro- 
prietary to permanently strengthen the financial position of the 
company by having the uncalled-up capital of 60,000/. (32. per share) 
paid out of the large floating money above referred to, instead of 
agitating for increased dividends by reason of the redundancy of 
working capital. If the quarterly dividend payable at Midsummer 
be not increased I dare say the directors have such a proceeding in

LEAD SMELTERS AND TIN SMELTERS, 


Srr,—Only some 20 years ago there were scarcely more lead 
buyers than there were tin buyers, and with lead at the present 
price, and silver unaltered, the prices obtained for many years in 
this county (Cardiganshire) the average price obtained for potters’ 
lead did not exceed 10/, 10s. per ton of 21 cwts., and, in fact, that 
was thought a high price to get for it, whilst the ores of Goginan, 
containing 30 ozs, of silver to the ton, Cwm Erfin, Old Darren, South 
Darren, and East Darren, which, taken together, would average 
about 35 ozs. of silver to the ton, did not bring more than 15/, per 
ton. We need not trouble ourselves to go into the profits then made 
by the smelters; suffice it to say they must have been enormous, 
We have now, however, to be very thankful for an altered state of 
things. Lead buyers began to increase all over the kingdom, and, 
frequently, buyers of our ore were found in Ireland, the consequence 
of which soon began to be felt by all our mines, and, instead of the 
figures before stated, we have obtained for many years past on an 
average from 14/, to 15/. per ton for potters’ lead, and for the silver- 
lead of Goginan and the other mines enumerated 20/. per ton. 

As long as tin smelting is confined to the county of Cornwall, so 
long we shall see the tin market in a very unsettled state. It must 
be so, for many reasons, and the only remedy, in my opinion, for 
the miners of Devon and Cornwall lies in endeavouring to get capi- 
tal to form companies in different parts of the kingdom, and to 
sample and sell the tin ore as copper ore is now sampled and sold 
in these counties, The {percentage of tin ore reaches from 70 to 
77 per cent., and the cost of transit to any part of the kingdom 
would only be one-fourth more than if purchased as block tin. It 
might be stated that the present purchasers would, through the 
knowledge of their agents, be in a better position to judge of the 
quality of the tin than any new incomers; but there are plenty of 
able mine agents in Cornwall, I will venture to assert, who ape as 
capable of pronouncing the quality of tin as the best agent belong- 
ing to either of the now tin-buying firms. And I have only to add 
that there is no doubt in my mind that if the suggestion here 
thrown out is carried into effect tin sellers would benefit in the 
future to an equal extent to what the lead sellers are now, and have 
been for many years, reaping the benefit of. 

I trust that this may meet the eye of some capitalist who will 
feel disposed to give it a fair trial.

At the close 
of work on the old washings, not expecting to resume again immediately, the 
sluices were not kept up to the bank ; these we are now extending as fast as pos- 
sible while washing.

ECHOES FROM THE MINING MARKET, 


During the week tin has risen slightly in London, but no change 
has been announced by the Cornish smelters. The share market has 
remained in avery quiet condition, the fact of a dividend having 
been declared at the Dolcoath meeting, on Monday, having failed to 
impart any strengthening influence. The next Banca sale will come 
off on the 31st inst., when 22,800 slabs of Banca and 3000 slabs of Billiton will be 
offered. Supplies in London have continued large, but happily the demand has 
increased also. It is said that the late severe drought at the Antipodes will mate- 
rially check exports of tin to this country, as the mines have been almost entirely 
without water. The effects of this drought have been unusually severe, we hear, 
in Queensland. The copper market has been very quiet. Stocks appear to be ac- 
cumulating, and the general conditions for a rise are not so favourable as they 
were a week or two since. Iron is still in a most unsettled state, and the ehances 
of any immediate change occurring are very remote, During the week the prin- 
cipal business has been in collieries and foreign gold shares, although a good de 
mand for Parys Mountain (copper) must also be noted. 

Weare glad to observe that the executive of Dolcoath have at last resolved to 
alter the present system of their coal supplies, and to buy in the cheapest market 
only. To amine burning over 700 tons monthly a difference of > ton is very 
important, and we are not surprised at statements having been made at the meet- 
ing that had the agent’s hands been free in the matter a saving of fully 10002, 
a-year for many years past,could have been effected. Additional force was given 
to these assertions by their being thoroughly endorsed by ohe of the members of 
the committee, a gentleman of extended experience in the affairs of the mine, 
who, indeed, went so far as to estimate that within the last 20 years the difference 
“at compound interest” would have amounted to a sum of 30,000/., which might 
have been saved to the adventurers. It was officially announced that the stone- 
breaker had been put to work and that a boring machine had been introduced. 
Instead of compressing the air, however, at the surface, as formerly, it is intended 
to work the machine by water, or some appliance underground. By many the 
plan adopted at Wheal Agar of compressing fat surface is thought to be the pre- 
ferable one. However that may be, the Dolcoath executive appear to anticipate 
successful results. The machine is said to be capable of boring three times as fast, 
and at two-thirds the cost, of manual labour. The report presented to the meet- 
ing was encouraging, and the adventurers were gratified with a dividend of 10s. 
per share. The mine is 326 fms. deep, and has been working for over 200 years — 
perhaps 300, About 5000 tons of stuff are passed every month through the 
stamps, producing about 100 tons of tin. Although the committee were re elected, 
judging from the favourable reception of a suggestion of Capt. Teague’s that the 
adventurers might find it advisable to invest all the power in their manager, a 
change may occur before long. 

Whilst on the subject of this mine we must, on behalf of the out-adventurers, 
protest against the meagre way ir which the accounts are set out. Those who are 
able to attend the meetings in Cornwall can, of course, inform themselves from 
the books if they choose as to the exact position of the mine, but the general body 
(the out-adventures were stated at the meeting to amount to more than three- 
quarters of the entire constituency) are not able to attend meetings held in the 
extreme West of England, and, consequently, the only financial information they 
have is gleaned from the published accounts. In those just issued for the last three 
months, although the dates of the costs are given, not a word is said aa to when 
the tin was sold, its price, or quantity.

counts, and we suppose debts to other merchants are in like proportion. The ac- 
counts of such a inine as Dolcoath should be above suspicion, and although we are 
quite ready to agree with the Chairman when he said that ‘‘ it was very pleasing 
to receive dividends,” we think it would be far more pleasing for the adventurers 
to know that their mine was financially in a sound condition.

REMARKS.—The failures which have been announced during the 
week may have had the effect of inducing extreme caution upon 
the part of intending operators; but, although the suspension of 
Messrs.im Thurm might have been supposed to have created a 
feeling of distrust in the metal market, yet such does not at present appear to 
have been the case. Metals generally have held their ground during the week.

THE NORTHUMBERLAND COAL TRADE ARBITRATION. 


The result of the notice which the coalowiers of Northumberland 
gave to their miners in the soft coal cullieries for a reduction of 
20 per cent., and to their miners in the steam coal collieries of 16 per 
cent., is fully set forth in the award which has been given by Mr. 
Rupert Kett yr, who sat with the arbitrators during the three 
days of the enquiry in Newcastle, and who ultimately determined 
the issue after reviewing the whole case with those gentlemen 
in London. The award is of great significance. It hits the labour 
blot which threatens so serious consequences to the industries of 
this country—the small number of hours worked out of the 24, and 
the small amount of work performed during those limited hours. 
On Jan, 1, 1873, the new Mines Regulation Act came into operation, 
and materially diminished the number of hours the mines could be 
advantageously worked. In respect of the hours, the Act was 
mainly promoted by the action of the Miners’ Associations. Also 
in 1871 the nine-hours movement had been successful, mechanics 
getting their hours of work reduced from ten to nine, All this, 
directly and indirectly, tended to reduce the number of hours the 
miners worked. In Northumberland they work only five days a week, 
with 10 per cent. of theirnumber constantly off work. Thus, they make 
only nine months in the year at the rate of six days a week for six hours 
a day from bank to bank. The reduction of coal has not been more 
than 7 per cent. since 1871, but a much larger decrease has only been 
avoided by an increase of 16 per cent. on the number of hewers 
working in the pits. The averages of the net daily evrnings of the 
men show that the 5s. 6d. per shift wage in 1871 now stands at 
7s. 11d., or 40 percent. advance. This is paid to an increased number 
of men; then this increase causes an enormous increase in pit cot- 
tages and other expenses. Altogether, local advances and the like 
brought about a total increased cost of 85 per cent. The executive 
of the Miners’ Association gained first one point and then another. 
This increased cost of producing coal, which is so much in excess of 
the percentages, is a permanent charge, and prices of coal must be 
in advance of 1871 precisely the same amount as these extra and un- 
seen expenses are over the wages of 1871, before even the owners 
will be in a position to pay the same wages to individual workmen 
as at that period. Anda time will come when the price of coal, 
although above what it was in 1871, may still be so low that the 
owners will be obliged to ask the miners to accept a lower wage 
than they did in 1871, or to make some arrangement whereby in- 
dividual men may be able to produce a larger amount of coal. 

The accountants’ report showed that in the first place an increase 
of coal only allowed owners to pay 64:44 per cent, more wages now 
than in 1871, and that all wages paid in excess of this places the 
owners at serious disadvantage in respect of their former position. 
Yet owners are paying 85 per cent. more wages than in 1871, which 
makes them in a worse position than they were in 1871 by 20°37 
per cent, The masters were, therefore, acting with extreme mode- 
ration in only asking for a reduction of 16 per cent. In the second 
jeer it showed that having relation to the soft coal in Northum- 

erland, the average wages per hewer per shift is 7s. 2d., while the 
present wages in Durham for the hewing of similar coal is 6s. 1d., 
and that, in the third place, collieries are set forth as hard coal col- 
lieries which should be regarded as soft coal collieries, In these 
calculations the accountants confined themselves to the simple 
amount of wages paid in bringing coal to bank, Replying to these 
very telling facts the men have really but little to say. They urged 
that their wages in 1871 were no more than fair, and the men held 
that the only amount which could be properly placed to the credit 
of the workmen was what he had actually received in advanced 
wages: 26 per cent. represented such advanced wages. The men 
did not disguise haying received local advances, and they were 
willing to add these to the 26 per cent. The greater proportion 
of workmen was, they submitted, owing to the opening out of thinner 
and harder seams, the thicker and better classes being gradually 
worked out. Workings which had been stopped owing to the diffi- 
cult, and, therefore, expensive nature of the work, had been re- 
commenced since 1871, and in respect of that work higher prices, 
they urged, should be paid to enable the workman to earn the same 
wages by the same expenditure of labour. Because of these and 
various other causes over which they held that they had no control, 
the cost, they said, of labour must ever be on the increase from 
year to year. 

And so it undoubtedly will be if those who sell labour surround 
it with so many restrictions as have recently prevailed, In the 
case before us the restrictions would have been even greater than 
they have proved, but for the action of the colliery owners in in- 
troducing the long-wall system of working. It was mainly owing 
to this system that returns as to the working in the Northumber- 
land pits got out at the beginning of last year showed the average 
quantity worked inthe yard seam to be 3°3 tons per man, and in the 
low main 3:55 tons per man, Surround it, however, with howso- 
ever many restrictions they please they must sMare in the conse- 
quence—labonr will be dearer, but the labourer will be less prosper- 
ous. The fund out of which alone wages can come will be so re- 
duced by the expensiveness of labour that instead of that fund being 
distributed amongst 10 it will, under all such conditions as those 
which prevail in Northumberland, have to be distributed amongst 
14 men. This Mr, KerTLe’s thorough inquiry demonstrates, and 
the significance of the Northumberland arbitration—notably be- 





cause of the development of this truth upon sound arithmetical 
bases—is the greater because Northumberland is, perhaps, a fair ave- 
rage specimen of most colliery districts in the kingdom. The coal- 
owners there have to be congratulated that for so many years they 
have conducted their negociations with the men in a manner which 
fully merits the praise, which on this ground Mr. KErT gE, in his 
elaborate award, accords them, and we unite with the umpire 
in hoping that this arbitration may strengthen the old goodwill 
between owner and miner there. Valuable toall parties as an arbi- 
tration which maintains the productiveness of capital and labour, 
it is still more valuable when it becomes the means of demonstrat- 
ing the faulty link in the chain by which both are united, and all 
are linked to the consuming world. Such a service has been wrought 
by the arbitration at Newcastle. Owners may have known some- 
thing of the defects before; they know more of it now, and the 
miners are without excuse if they disregard the lesson which the 
disclosures should teach them. We call upon colliery proprietors 
to act decisively in this matter; the public who have felt the smart 
of that from which both they and their men arealike—whether willing 
or unwilling—suffering. In the name of the whole colliery interest 
we tender thanks to Mr. KETTLE for the pains he has been at in so 
forcibly pees the fallacies which underlie so much of the recent 
action of the miners and their mistaken friends. Arbitration in 
his hands is manifestly no mere process of hearing both sides, and 
then “splitting the difference.” 








COLLIERY INVESTMENTS. 


Colliery companies limited are just now having a very hard time 
of it indeed, and to all appearance they will be even worse off than 
they now are. This is no more than we expected, for upwards of 
two years ago we drew attention to the enormous prices that were 
being paid for collieries, because coal was higher than it had ever 
been before. We pointed out the position of the coal trade was ex- 
ceptional at the time, but would ultimately return to something like 
its normal condition. The correctness of our views has been fully 
borne out by the meetings of several companies held during the last 
week or two. Shareholders have complained in some instances of 
there being no profits to divide, and in others that the amount was 
infinitesimal, as compared with what they had been promised, En- 
quiries were made by irate investors as to the reason for such an 
unfortunate state of things, and were put off with the explanation 
that the working expenses would be reduced, and that the next half- 
year would prove more favourable. In one or two cases, however, 
the truth was boldly declared, and the reason for no dividend being 
forthcoming was stated to be in consequence of the collieries being 
purchased for two or three times theiractual value. In one instance 
the shareholders were assured that there would be a dividend equal 
to 24 per cent. on the paid-up capital. The Chairman of that com- 

any informed us some time since that there would be no dividend 

or the shareholders, and that instead of looking for a profit from 
raising coal they intended to try and get one from the making of 
bricks from the fire-clay underlying the coal seams. Proceedings 
in Chancery, we now find from the report, are about to be taken against 
the vendor and promoter to recover shares paid in part payment of 
the original value of 12,000/., on the ground principally of the state- 
ment made in the prospectus having been proved to be incorrect. At 
another colliery in Yorkshire, where a dividend equal to 27 per cent. 
was promised by the promoters of the company, at a meeting of the 
shareholders a few daysago, the Chairman announced that the year’s 
working had resulted in a positive loss. With respect to another 
colliery, the prospectus of which is now before us, we find that the 
dividend promised is 24 per cent. In that case the dividend has 
been declared at 5 per cent. for the year, but whether paid from 
capital or profit did not appear. There are many other instances 
which have been brought under our notice where shareholders com- 
plain of having been allured into investing in colliery property by 
the specious promises held out in prospectuses. Many of the com- 
panies were ushered into existence with the most assuring reports 
of mining experts, so that on paper nothing could appear to be more 
advantageous to speculators than investing in them. 

One concern, purchased for 40,000/., was sold for more than 
200,000/., and a small concern valued at 3000/. realised close upon 
20,0007. Under such circumstances, it will be evident that dividends 
cannot be paid now that coal is so very much cheaper than it was 
when collieries changed hands. Then, as to the future, it is ad- 
mitted by all those who are at all acquainted with the coal trade 
that prices must come down much lower than they now are. In- 
deed, that process is already going on, and will continue to do so 
until we have coal nearly as cheap as it was in 1871. It will, there- 
fore, be apparent that as profits must decline more than otherwise 
the prospects of many companies are anything but cheering. What, 
we have heard the shareholders ask, is the best to be done? One 
large colliery proprietor, on being questioned, said it would be to 
the purpose if many of the companies wrote off half of the paid- 
up capital as lost, and then endeavour to get a dividend upon the 
remainder. The advice is probably as good as could be given under 
the circumstances, for shareholders as » rule must take some of the 
blame upon their own shoulders. They expected to make excep- 
tionally large profits, and rushed to their fate without the least con- 
sideration or taking notice of the warnings given to them at the 
time. The history of mining speculations at home and abroad 
during the last two years cannot fail to be one of the most interest- 
ing works of a commercial character. The writer of it, whoever 
he may be, will find plenty of material to hand either to point a 
moral or show how easily money is parted with by those who seek 
for inordinate profits, 








RAILWAY IRON IN BRITISH AMERICA. 


The new year has opened hopetully as regards our exports of rail- 
way iron to British America. Thus, to Feb. 28 this year we ex- 
ported 5580 tons of our railway iron to Canada, while the corre- 
sponding exports in the same direction in the corresponding period 
of 1874 were nz/, and in the corresponding period of 1873 some 
859 tons. We may thus be said to have taken a good start in 1875, 
although it is, of course, far from certain whether the animation 
observable in the exports will continue all through the year. Whe- 
ther this is the case or not, however, there can be no doubt that the 
Canadian railway interest is just now giving unmistakeable signs 
of life andenergy. Thus, the Government of Quebec has introduced 
into the Quebec Legislature resolutions for granting aid at the rate 
of $1500 per mile to the following lines:—Quebec and Lake St. John, 
150 miles ; Intercolonial of St. Francois and Meganti, 80 miles; Baie 
des Chaleurs, 180 miles; Levis and Sherbrooke, 80 miles; Sher- 
brooke, Eastern Townships, and Kennebec, 100 miles; Phillipsburg, 
Farnham, and Yamaska, 100 miles; and Colonisation of Montreal 
(St. Jerome Branch), 15 miles. An application has been made to 
the Canadian Parliament for an Act to incorporate a company to 
build a bridge for railway and general traffic purposes at or near 
St. Helen’s Island, near Montreal. The Canada Central Railway 
Company proposes to apply to the Canadian Legislature for an 
amended Act to authorise the building of the line in the most direct 
route towards Lake Huron, and for other purposes, The London 
(Ontario) Street Railway Company proposes to run a track from 
the Great Western Station north to Dundas-street, where it will 
branch off—one line running east nearly to St. Paul’s Cemetery, and 
the other north to Mount Ifope. The company proposes to have 
the line in operation within the year. 

In connection with Canadian railways, however, everything yields 
in interest to the great Canadian Pacific project. This enterprise, 
having the credit of the Dominion Government at its back. is not 
likely to fall into the abject plight to which the Northern 
is at present reduced ; but the construction of the line will be actualiy 
commenced on Vancouver Island in the course of the spring, at 
which we have just arrived. A quantity of rails—probably a con- 
siderable proportion of the 5580 tons already mentioned—have 
been shipped from England, and the works will soon afford employ- 
ment to some hundreds of men, The Canadian Pacific Railway may

could be purchased too dearly. Disgusted, but without attempting 
to discover the cause of failure, those who had invested in Welsh 
gold companies sold out at a sacrifice; a report spread abroad that 
the rich ore was exhausted, new shareholders took alarm, and p. 
fused to venture further capital, and so the fever died out, and the 
mines, ceasing to be worked profitably, became merely objects of 
curiosity to the passing tourist, who listened incredulously as his 
guide told him strange tales of the lost El Dorado. 

There were men of business who, with their wits about them, 
were unwilling to lose sight altogether of treasure stores which they 
knew to be valuable, and which only closed owing to mismanage- 
ment coupled with ignorance, but there was such disbelief in and 
such prejudice against Welsh mines after their collapse that insur- 
mountable difficulties appeared to be in the way of all attempts to 
resuscitate what was said and believed to be a financial corpse, The 
news which has now reached us is that these. difficulties have 
been met, and are being rapidly overcome. A happy accident 
brought to the Gold Company which owns the Cefn Coch Mine, near 
Tynygroes, the aid of an expert who had had 24 years’ practical ex- 
perience of the working of gold mines in California. This gentle- 
man—Mr. Reilly—was on a short visit to England, and was just 
about returning to Nevada, where he has considerable interest in 
gold mines, when he was invited to inspect and report upon the 
mine of Cefn Coch. He went to it, and he was so struck with the 
richness of the ore he saw that he offered to take a lease of the pro- 
perty for a certain number of years, and to find the capital necessary 
for its development and working. His offer was accepted, and he 
is now upon the spot personally superintending the working of the 
mine and the mill. The vein from which the ore is taken is a very 
rich one, extending from the mountains above Tynygroes on the 
north-west towards Barmouth, the auriferous quartz being distinct 
above the surface for several miles. The Cefn Coch Mine is nearer 
to the mountains, the Clogau Mine nearer to the sea, but both have 
evidently the same vein to work upon. The latter company is at 
present carrying on what may be termed only an assay ona largeacale, 
not yet having erected machinery for quartz crushing, but the Cefn 
Coch Company has splendid machinery already put up, and their 
mill is at work from morning till night. Carried along a tramway 
from the mouth of the mine, the quartz is received at the mill into 
a powerful steam-crusher, from which it is distributed through 
20 stamps of 750 lbs. weight each, also worked by steam. This 
crushed matter is then allowed to flow over blankets with a regu 
lated stream of water, these blankets, which take up a certain quan- 
tity of gold particles, being washed every few minutes, The results 
of the washing are then taken to an amalgamator made aftera Cali- 
fornian pattern, and allowed to flow over mercary, which catches 
the greater portion of the free gold. The process of separating the 
mercury from the gold is a simple and inexpensive one, but after 
both have been removed from the substance there remains what 1s 
technically known as “tailings,” which “tailings” still contain 4 
small quantity of gold. Hitherto this product was considered value- 
less in Welsh gold mining operations, but Mr. Reilly is turning it 
to account. In California it commands a ready sale, and also 10 
Saxony, and will, possibly, do so in England when its value 1s better 
understood. We are informed that an assay obtained froma sample 
of crushed quartz taken from the blanket washings showed 50 02s, 
of gold to the ton, whereas a sample of the tailings gave only 1} 02. 
showing clearly how careful Mr. Reilly is in extracting the precious 
metal.

REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 


March 18.—The Iron Trade of South Staffordshire is still in a lan- 
guid condition, and the transactions of the week either in pig or 
finished iron have not been of much importance. The great cost 
of production, and the necessary maintenance of a high standard 
of quotations, naturally operate against the restoration of the trade 
to a state of activity which has now for some time deserted it. 
There are, however, indications that relief in the cost of fuel will 
not be much longer delayed, and also that a general modification of 
wages, both in the coal and ironstone trades of the district, will ere 
long be forthcoming. The scale of wages ruling in the iron trade 
is fixed by agreement until the end of June, when, no doubt, a con- 
siderable reduction will take place. Meanwhile, local ironmasters 
are unable to offer their produce under the rates last quoted, which, 
under existing conditions of production, leave a very meagre 
margin for profit. For pigs the rates are steady, at 3/. to 3/. 5s. for 
common cinder; 4/. for mixed mine and cinder; and 5/. to 5/, 5s, 
for native all-mine. The number of blast-furnaces now in opera- 
tion in South Staffordshire is 78, and of these it is probable that 
some will shortly be damped down. The finished iron manufac- 
turers are steadily maintaining branded samples on the basis of 
10/. 10s. for bars, the makes of Earl Dudley and Messrs. Barrow 
commanding the usual extras. For common unmarked iron the 
selling prices are somewhat irregular, bars being freely offered at 
8. 153. per ton, and other descriptions in the usual proportion. 
Sheets and plates command an exceptionally steady enquiry, large 
quantities of sheets being just now absorbed in the galvanised 
roofing works of the district. The classes of iron used in the local 
hardware trades generally, but the aggregate consumption — 
10,000 tons per week—does not, in the absence of foreign demand, 
appreciably affect the total yield of iron in South Staffordshire. 

A striking commentary on the condition of the South Stafford- 
shire iron trade during the last 12 months is presented in the report 
of the Chillington Iron Company (Limited), which we subjoin :— 
In their last report your directors drew the attention of the shareholders to the 
reaction which had set in from a period of high prices, and to the large advances 
that had been made in the rates paid for labour. The demand from a 
countries (on which our trade mainly depends) has been seriously affected, and the 
price has continued to decline throughout the whole of the past year.
